The Powers Prepared 
to Do It. 

Will Not Deal Temperately 

with Porte. 


uwelve Courses Which the Sultan 
Must Discuss or Swallow the 
Consequences. 


The British Foreign Office Expects an 
Outbreak—Panic at Jeddah— 
A Frenchman Assaulted _

LONDON, June y Atlantic Cable.) 
There was much excitement in London 
about the Foreign Office on receipt of of- 
ficial dispatches confirming the dispatches 
from Constantinople announcing that the 
Turkish government had refused to agree 
to reforms in .Af@enia which were de- 
manded dy the representatives of Great 
Britain, France and Russia. All the For- 
eign Office officials, including the Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, the Karl 
of Kimberly, were at their posts last night 
and have assemibled again at the Foreign 
Office today. 

. There is a strong belief in well-informed 
eircles here that the reply of the Porte was 


purposely drafted im unfavorable terms inj 


order to gain ume. The Sultan is invis- 
ible during the Bairam, one of the two 
great Mohammedan festivais of the year, 
which is now being observed. Consequently 


the powers, it is asserted here, will now 


address a strong note to the Porte, and, in 
addition, will back this up by a naval dem- 
onstration. The crisis in the East is al- 
ready regarded on all sides as being grave, 
and this feeling is intensified by the news 
from Constantinople today telling of the 
panic at Jeddah, the threatened attack of 
the Bedowins and the flight of Europeans 
who are seeking safety on board the ves- 
sels in the harbor. 

It is freely predicted here that an out- 
break is inevitable. There is no question 
of the powers abating their demands in 
any form, although there is a growing be- 
lief that Russia ie backing Turkey in the 
latter's refusal to agree fo the reforms 
demanded for Armenia. The full text of 
the demands of the powers will be pub- 
lished here today.. It makes over three 
thousand words, and the main points of ix 
have already been cabled. The note of the 
powers in this connection makes twelve dis- 
tinct suggestions or demands in regard to 
Armenian reforms, as follows:

PANIC AT JEDDAH. 
+ CONSTANTINOPLE, June 5&.—Advices 


} from Jeddah, Arabia, a seaport of Mecca, 


and the scene of the recent murderous as- 
gauit-on the consular officers of Great Bri- 
tain, Russia and France, announce that a 
panic prevails there. It is feared that the 
Bedouins will attack the town. The latter 
are held responsible for the attack, upon 
consuls, which resulted in the death o: 
the Vice-Consul and a number were ar- 
rested in consequence. This has caused an 
angry feeling among the Bedouins, who 
demand the release of those apprehended, 
and threaten to use force if the demand ig 
not complied with. The situation is so 
eerious that Europeans at Jeddah are hast- 
ily seeking refuge on board of merchant 
vessels in the harbor, taking all that they 
possibly can of their belongings. It is also 
stated that the arrival of the British Medi- 
terranean squadron, numbering seventeen 
warships of various classes, is anxiously 
expected at Jeddah, even by Turkish 
authorities, as the garrison is very weak 

Animosity has been aroused by the 
quarantine measures which the Turk:sh 
government, has been compelled to. take 
at Mecca, at the instance of the powers 
in order to prevent be introduction cf 
cholera into northern ports by the ;e- 
turn of infected pilgrims from Mecca. 
In fact, it is believed that the sanitary 
measures were the local cause of the at- 
tack upon the consuls. 

The measures referred to were quite 
recently taken under severe pressure 
of the powers, and at the ins*ance of the 
Turkish international councils t health 
for the purpose of cleansing the holy 
Places frequented annually by fo mauy 

gands of pilgrims. These sanitary 
Improvement began in April last at 
Jeddah and at other towns of the pii- 


grim district of Arabia, and they include 


the..building of hospitals, the frequent 
Gisinfettion of the places resorted to by 
the selection by the ſealth of- 
ficers of the camping places, furnishing 
wholesome suppi'es of water and provi- 
sions and general sanitary supervision 
over the pilgrims. To this new erder 
of things the latter have strongly ob- 
jected, looking upon it as an unwarrented 
interference on the part of the Fu- 
ropeans in their religious customs, and 
t is feared that the vo-called holy men 
are exciting the pilgrims against the 
Europeans, believing that their old-time 
privileges and profits will be swept away 
if the march of sanitation is not stopped. 

The envoys of Great Britain, Ruesia 
and France in this ‘city are awaiting in- 
structions from heir zovernments in re- 
gard to the situation of affairs at Jeddah 
as well as regarding the refusal cf the 
Turkish government, as exclusiveiy 
cabled to the Associated Press yesterday. 
to agree to the reforms in Armenia 
which have been proposed by the powery. 
In this connection the situation of affairs 

unchanged. The Porte’s reply, how- 
ever, is regarded as a momentary success 
for the military party. On the other 
hand the policy of Turkey in this maiter 
is criticised by the Ortoman statesmen.

Silver Forces Marshal 
at Springfield. 


Lines Sharply Drawn On the 
Great Issue. 


The President and Other Democrats 
in High Places Scored for 
Their Policy.

SPRINGFIBLD du.) June 5.—The Dem- 
ocratic State Silver Convention adjourned 
tonight, after a day's session,. in ine 
course of Which there was tittle dieser- 
sion. Resolutions were adopted declaring 
in favor of the use of both gold and silver 
as the standard money of the United 
States at the ratio of 16 to 1, without 
‘waiting for the action of any other na- 
tion, as declared at lemgth below; also in- 
dorsing the action of the State Central 
Committee in calling this convention, and 
instructing the committee to carry out 
the will of the comvention by inaugurating 
a campaign of education and thoroughly 
organizing the Democracy throughout the 
State on the lines laid down in the reso- 
lutions. 

The Democratic members of 
and Senators are also instructed to use all 
honorable means to carry out the princi- 
ples enunciated. Resolutions were also 
adopted in favor of a mational silver con- 
vention, to be held not later than August, 
and delegates at large to euch a conven- 
tion, if one shall be called, were selected. 
Gov. Altgeld's administration was in- 
dorsed and his speech for free silver was 
loudly “cheered. 

THE PROCEEDINGS. 

SPRINGFIELD (III.) June 5.—With 
every train today came large delegations 
to the Democratic State Convention. More 
people came than any one expected, and 
the streets are thronged with silverites. 
Blue badges, bearing the inscription, 
“Free Silver at 16 to 1,” fluttered from 
the coat lapels of the incomers, and many 
delegations carried banners proclaiming a 
belief in free coinage. The delegations 
that came in yesterday and last night were 
up almost with the eun this morning, and 
silver speeches by enthusiastic believers in 
free coinage could be heard ip the lobbies 
of all hotels. Everey delegate seemed to 
be for free coimage of silver, and ff there 
were any opposed to it they were @o quiet 
as not to be noticeable: There ts no doubt 
that a radical free-silver platform will be 
adopted and the Democratic party of this 
State be committed to that policy. 

During the morning different Congress 
delegations held sessions for the 
purpose of_selecting members of commit- 
tees on credentials, rules, permanent or- 
ganization and resolutions. In many cases 
resolutions were adopted, upholamg the 
Democratic State Central Committee for 
calling the silver convention. When the 
committees concluded their work, a stam- 
pede was made to get desirable seats in 
the Senate chamber, which was to be the 
convention hall. Secretary of State Hin- 
richsen had arranged the hall in gala at- 
tire with bunting and flags in profucion. 
The galleries were filled rapidly. 

When Chairman Hinrichsen walked upon 
the stand there was cheering. After it 
subsided Rev. F. W. Taylor led in prayer. 
At the conclusion of the prayer Hinrichsen 
spoke. He said the committee called the 
convention because of dissatisfaction over 
the failure of Congress to establish 
permanent currency system, which threat- 
ened to disrupt the Democratic party. The 
President and other Democrats in high 
places seemed determined on a line of poi- 
icy to which the rank and file of the party 
were opposed. The convention was called 
so early for two good reasons. One was 
to forestall the action of the National &1- 
ver party, and the other was to open up 
the on for discussion long enough 
before the national convention in 1896 to 
prevent a hopeless split in the party. 

The committee has been severely crit- 
icised for calling this convention,“ said 
Hinrichsen, “the worst motives have been 
suggested. The vilest epithets have been 
used by men calling themselves Demo- 
crats. They have not hesitated to say 
through the public press that the action 
of the committee was irregular, legal. 
traitorous and destrutive. The committec 

has had but little to say in reply to these 
—— and has avoided any personalities 
that might drive any good Democrat out 
of the party, but I feel it my duty at this 
time and place to make denial of all these 
charges. The action of the committee was 
strictly regular and according to party 
precedent. I believe a man may be a good 
Democrat and be in favor of any form of 
currency whatsoever until the party plat- 
form has been built. He may be a gold- 
bug and be a good Democrat; he may be a 
bimetalliet amd yet be a good Democrat: 
he may be a greenbacker and be a good 
Democrat, but a man who says and be- 
eves that the State Committee had no 
right to call on the people for {nstruc- 
tion, or who says and believes that this 
convention has no right to assemble ard 
discuss any question has not one drop of 
Democratic blocd in his veins, and has no 
right or place in the Democratic party.” 

Hinrichsen’s speech was interrupted by 
frequent applause. At the conclusion of 
his speech he said that the State Central 
Committee would announce the list of tem- 
porary officers. For temporary chairman 
he named Judge Munroe C. Crawford of 
Union county, and for secretary, Arthur W. 
Bentley of Pike county. When Judge 
Crawford's name was announced there was 
tremendous applause. Districts were called 
for the purpose of receiving the names of 
committeemen, and the fact developed that 
a ‘full list of district delegates had been 
selected to attend the national monetary 
convention, should one be called 

The Committee on Resolutions named in- 
cludes Richard Michaelis, P. P. Keenan and 
J. W. Lanchart of Chicago, Atty.-Gen. Ma- 
loney, N. E. Worthington of Peoria. and 
ex-United States Land Commissioner W. J. 
A. Sparks. Thomas Neilly of Menard 
county moved that all resolutions of a polit- 
ical nature be referred, to the Committee 
on Resolutions without being read. Thomas 
Merrftt created considerable excitement by 
opposing this method. The convention was 
called for the purpose of considering great 
questions, and he was opposed to all gag 
methods. Adjournment was taken until 2 
o'clock to give the committees time to 
meet and formulate their reports. 

The committee appointed to select four 
delegates-at-large to the National Silver 
Convention, met during recess. John P. 
Hepkins of Chicago, Secretary of State W.

PAULSELL’S TRIAL. 


The Jury Discharged Because of a 
Juror’s Prejudice. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 5.—Willam B. 
Paulsell of Stockton, on trial for robbery 
of a faro bank here in February, 1894, be- 
gan his defense in the Superior Court to- 
day. He says that he was himself held up 
by the faro robbers, made to wear certain 
articles of clothing belonging to the rob- 
bers and loaded down with incriminating 
evidence, the purport of 2 de did not 
understand until arrested. e declares 
that there was no reason for the robbery, 
as hie share in the estate of his father, J. 
J. Paulsell, the well-known Democratic 
politician, amounts to $35,000. 

There was an unexpected sensation in 
the case tonight when Foreman Hinkle 
presented the following statement: 

We, the jurymen in the case of the 
People against W. E. Paulsell, beg to re- 
port to this court that Juryman Julius 
Meyer declared in the jury-room after the 
second ballot that he was prejudiced 
against the court and should not be in this 
case, and that he had been reprimanded by 
the judge in another case and would not 
change his vote if he stayed here for three 
months. Therefore, in our opinion, the 
said Julius Meyer is guilty of perjury in 
having stated on oath that he could give 
this case a fair trial.“ 

Juror Meyer asked 
statement, and said: 
ballot the foreman asked who was the 
juror that had voted fof “acquittal, 
and I replied that I had. I said 
there was evidence, which 1 men- 
tioned that put a reasonable doubt 
in my mind of the defendant's guilt, and 
they laughed at me.

ARMED EXPEDITION. 


Filibusterers Forming on the

Some More About Marti and Gomez—

HAVANA, June 5.—The government au- 
thorities have information of an expedi- 
tion from Dauphin Ieland and other places 
in the bay of the Mississippi River, which 
is being fitted out with a considerable 
armed force, to aid the rebela here.

THE EXPENSE ACCOUNT. 

WASHINGTON, June 5.—A cemi-official 
statement has been receivad here from 
one of the leaders in the most influential 
elements in Cuba, showing that the war 
expenditures are becoming so enormous 
and the sugar and tobacco industries 
so unprofitable that they believe a sen- 
eral uprising will result from the hard 
times caused. The portion of tie state- 
ment concerning the desperate conditions 
prevailing is as follows: 

The war expenses of 1868-78 were paid 
by Cuba. Spain furnished 212,367 men, 
but not a single dollar. Cuba was loaded 
with nearly $200,000.00) debt, besides a 
yearly budget of $68,000,000 in those ten 
years. Gen. Lovellar declared in ‘lie 
Spanish Cortes that the war expenses had 
been $700,000,000, or an average of 270. 
000,000 a year. 

Sugar produced then, with slave labor, 
was sold at 6% cents a pound. The tobacco 
industry was in euch a flouriehing condi- 
tion that the Minister of the Colonies, 
Romero Roboledo, called the buildings of 
their factories palaces.“ Leaf tobacco 
was sold 100 per cent. above today’s prices. 
Per contra, sugar sells today at 1.86 cents 
a pound, or 30 per cent, below cost of pro- 
duction, and is pressed to its last ditch 
by German beet sugar. The tobacco in- 
dustry is ruined beyond redemption by a 
tariff war. Leaf does mot pay the cost 
of labor at today’s prices. The production 
of Cuba this year will de: Sugar. $32,- 
000,000; fruits and 
sundries, $49,000,000; 
deficit, $45,000,000. 

E : Budget $26,500,000; extra 
octroi tax, $3,500,000; $35,000,000; 
municipal budgets, $10,000,000; extra war 
expenses, at least $19,000,000; total, $94,- 
000,000. A $45,000,000 deficit: is the last 
straw on the camel's back. The Dudget 
of 1893-94 was closed with a $6,000,000 
deficit and sugar sold then at 2.625 cents 
a pound, while this year it sells at 1.86 
cents a pound. ‘

Seth Low on Combinations of Capi- 
tal and Labor. 

President Seth Low of Columbia College 
gives in the June Harpers some practical 
suggestions regarding combinations of la- 
bor and capital, and their respomsibility -to 
the public. He says: 

“The situation seems to reflect the fact 
that the laws which control the new forces 
that are expressing themselves in combi- 
mations of labor and of capital alike have 
not yet been ascertained. People have said 
‘labor must combine because capital com- 
bines,’ and instantly there has arisen an 
unmistakable sense of antagonism 
tween the two forms of organization. The 
point to be emphasized is that thie is not 
the reason why labor combines. In the 
present age labor would combine, even if 
it were conceivable that capital did not. 
Co med labor, as a matter of fact, does 
make the same demands of the individual 
employer as it makes of the corporation. 
The two forms of combination, the com- 
bination of capital and the combination of 
labor, are not antagonistic; they are only 
different expressions of the same force. 
This fact is of the utmost consequence. 
It throws a flood of light on many of the 
troubles which have marked in recent 
years the so-called conffict between capi- 
tal and labor. For it is clear that great 
mistakes have marked the progress of 80 
ciety toward complete organization, both 
along the lines of capital and of labor. Two 
results ought to flow from the recognition 
of this truth. First, the belief that the 
tendency toward combined action on the 
part either of capital or of labor is not to 
be regretted, and, second, the earnest pur- 
pose to ascertain the laws that govern this 
tendency and to discover its limit of 


ener form of combination thus far is 
more free from just blame than the other. 
The directors of corporations have ridden 
over the minority rough-shod. They have 
organized subsidiary corporations for their 
own benefit to absorb the profits of the 
parent concern. They have managed with 
as little thought as porsible for the inter- 
est of stockholders not in sympathy with 
the direction. They have used the power 
of combined capital to destroy the indi- 
vidual capitalist whenever it seemed their 
interest to do so. The directors of labor 


‘organizations have been equally regard- 


less of the interests of their minority. 
Strikes have been ordered contrary to the 
interest of the minority, and their rights 
generally have been disregarded at the 
pleasure of the majority. Individual la- 
borers have been persecuted and denied 
the right to earn their own living, ex- 
cept by permission of the organization 
and upon terms satisfactory to it. All of 
these sorts of troubles, however, it is to 
be noted, are signs of capitalists against 
capitalists, and of labor against labor. It 
is only the old story, under the modern 
form of combination, of the oppression of 
the weak by the strong. But there ts a 
class of faults, chargeable again equally 
to both kinds of combination, that pass be- 
yond their own lines. The corporation has 
debauched legislatures and corrupted 
judges. It has employed the best legal 
talent to be obtained, to enable it. while 
keeping within the letter of the law, to 
circumvent its purpose. It bas acted 
as though the community had 410 
rights that a corporation might mot vio- 
late, provided it could do so without a 
personal liability on the part of the man- 
agement. The labor organization, on the 
other hand, has assaulted society in ways 
as dangerous and as far-reaching. By its 
doctrine of sympathetic strikes it has 
made the innocent suffer far and wide. It 
has attempted to take society by the 
throat, in response to its motto. An in- 
jury to one is the concern of all.“ The 
difficulty is not with the motto, but with 
its application. Once adopted by society 
as a whole, no better motto need be asked 
for. Taken as a watchword by one sec- 
tion of society against all others, it 
threatens to divide every community into 
hostile camps. Now all this type of 
wrongs, whether practiced by the capital- 
ist or the laborer, are not wrongs of 
capital against labor, or of labor 
against capital; they are wrongs against 
society as a whole, perpetrated un- 
der the forms of organization. The cor- 
poration and the trades union are alike 
guilty. Bvery good citizen, whether he 
be a capitalist or a laborer, is bound to 
denounce and resist both, equally whether 
the wrong proceeds from capital or from 
labor. It is true that the offenses of the 
labor organization against ‘sovitty are 
more apparent than those of capital, be- 
cause they frequently interrupt the or- 
derly course of industry. The great rail- 
road strike in Chicago last year for a 
few days fairly put our civilization itself 
upon trial. 

“On the other hand, these diseases are 
not always the most dangerous that are 
the most violent. Blood-poisoning is 
more fatal in the end than a disease that 
permits the body to throw off its im- 
purities through violent eruptions. Who

shall say that popular government is not 
more seriously threatened by the system- 
atic Dribing of legislators, which is freely 
charged agaimst great combinations of cap- 
ital, than dy the occasional uprisings of 
labor organizations? In other ‘words, the 
important thing to be recognized ie that 
capital is guilty of precisely the same 
faults as labor, although these faults, in 
the case of capital, as is natural, show 
themselves in different ways. This is the 
Important thing to recognize, because it 
tends to make clear to the minds of 
thoughtful men that the so-called conflict, 
in our day, between capital and labor, is 
merely the old eelfishnees of men fight- 
ing for its own hand with the new weap- 
ons of combination that modern civiliza- 
tion has placed at its command, and that 
in the meanwhile society, as a whole, 
ie vitally concerned to delimit the area 
within which thie strife is carried on by 
insisting that its own rights shall be re- 
spected by both parties to the struggle.“

Some Pretty Summer Curtains. 


Cheesecloth in its finer qualities is a 
thoroughly artistic material for summer 
draperies, especially if edged with ruffles 
of the same. and these are greatly im- 
proved in appearance by being twisted in 
the bands before being sewed on, to give 
a soft effect, writes Mary F. Harmar in 
a timely article on “Artistic Summer Dra- 
peries,” in the June Ladies’ Home Jourual. 
A pair in pale yellow may be hung in the 
following novel way: The top of cach 
curtain is turned over to a depth of one 
yard, and the valance this formed is 
gathered up in folds at the outside corner 
to give a pointed effect. Both the valance 
and the curtains edge with three-inch 
ruffies of the same material. By inserting 
a strip of pink or yellow or green cam- 
bric between the hems of white cheese- 
cloth curtains, a very pleasing effect may 
be secured. The color is very much toned 
down, of course, and it should correspond 
in every case with the other furnishings 
of the room. 

Years ago, when curtain material: were 
not so beautiful and imexpensive as now, 
a friend of the writer bougat some ordi- 


nary white cheesecioth, marked it

Idly. A deep valance had a border cf 
double circles done in the sanfe war, and 
the curtains, when hung, were the feature 
of the room. 

The windows of a blue and white room 
may be charmingly draped with tae Jap- 
anese crepe known as Chijimi cloth. It 
is very desirable for the purpose, as it 
launders well, and will bear considerable 
sun without fading.

EUROPEAN CAPITAL. “One of the most 
encouraging signs of the money market 
just now is the fact that Buropean invostors 


are again beginning to take large quan- 


tities of American securities. The New 
York Journal of Commerce recently esti- 
mated that about $66,000,000 of securities 
including $32,000,000 bonds had been sent 
from the United States to Europe during 
two months. Advices from London are to 
the effect that there is a tendency there 
to divert a portion of the golden tide that 
has been flowing to South Africa to the 
United States. At the same time large 
blocks of government bonds have been 
scld through bankers to foreign investing 
syndicates. In the course of a recent re- 
port Bradstreet’s says: 

“One issue of $8,500,000 4 per cent. mort- 
gage bonds of the Manhattan Elevated 
Railway Company, about which a public 
announcement has been made, have been 
sold at London through Messrs. J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., and the came house is also cred- 
ited with the placing in the same market 
of a block of $3,500,000 4 per cent. deben- 
tures of the New York Central Railroad, 
recently listed on the Stock Exchange. The 
Manhattan bonds, it should be observed, 
are for the purpose of retiring the 4 per 
cent. bonds of the New York Elevated 
Railroad, which mature at the end of the 
present year. It is known informally that 
a large amount of Southern railway securi- 
ties, both stocks and bonds, have recently 
been sold in London, while somethiag like 
a milion of Chesapeake and Ohio bonds, 
part of the holdings of a capitalist formerly 
interested in the road, have also found a 
purchaser there. Another significant in- 
cident made public by dispatches from Lon- 
don is that the whole of the issue of 


$3,250,000 New York 3 per cent. bonds pur- 


chased some time ago by Messrs. Belmont, 
have also passed into British hands.“ 


This improved demand for American se- 


curities in Europe cannot fail o have a 
stimulating effect on the American money 
market, and it will tend to increase con- 
fidence by decreasing the drain of gold 
that has been going on from this country 
to Europe. 

Here in Southern California the revival 
of interest in American securities and in- 
vestments hae already deen noticed. 
There have been several inquiries lately 
for good openings in this section on the 
part of British capital, in spite of the un- 
favorable legislation which was passed in 
Sacramento at the last session. The prob- 
ability is that unless something unforeseen 
should occur there will be quite a consier- 
able amount of British capital brought to 
Southern California during the coming 
year. As The Times has previously re- 
marked, we can use all such capital that 
we can obtain for the purpose of sub-divid- 
ing our big ranches, developing water for 
irrigation, and developing our mining re- 
sources, which are just beginning to come 
to the front. 

Whatever may be thought about the de- 
sirability or otherwise of foreign immigra- 
tion, it is a very narrow and peculiar geenti- 
ment which would keep out foreign capital 
— * a new and comparatively undeveloped 
section. 


COMMERCIAL. 

THE FRUIT MARKET. The varigated 
colors of deciduous fruits are gradually 
supplanting the motony of the orange on 
the fruit stands of the city. Cherries, ap- 
Ticots, currants, loquats, strawberries and 
goosberries are now to be had, although 
at prices which place them beyond the 
reach of general consumption, except for 
persons who are “well fixed.” A few 
peaches have come in but they are more 
of a curiosity than anything else. The 
currants are from the North, most of them 
coming from San Jose. Perhaps before 
long it will be found that currants will 
grow in some sections of Southern Cali- 
fornia as well as cherries, regarding which 
there was also an idea prevalent for a 
long time that they could mot be raised 
dn this section. 

A new variety of strawberry whi 
raised by a grower at — g — 
Santa Barbara county is on the market 
again this season and easily brings 15 
cents a box, while ordinary strawberries 
are difficult to sell at 10 cents. The 
Santa Barbara berry is a remarkably at- 
tractive ome in appearance, of dark red 
color and absolutely clean, each berry 
looking fit to be a model for a painter. 
It is time that some of the growers in 
other sections, such as Azusa and Gar- 
dena, should try and introduce some um- 
proved varieties, as with the large increase 
in berry production it is getting to be a 
case of the survival of the fittest, as in 
the orange market. There will always 
de a good demand for thoroughly fine ber- 
ries at fair prices, even when the mar- 
‘ket is glutted with ordinary fruit. 


FLAX CULTURE. Since the -price 
wheat has been so unprofitably low farm- 
ers in various parts of the country have 
been dirécting much attention to the sub- 
ject of substituting other crops for wheat, 
whitch seem to offer more profit in their 
cultivation.. Among crops that have been 
planted to a considerable extent is place 
of wheat during the past Season is flax. 
There seems to be no reason why more 
attention should not be paid to this crop 
in California. J. Palache gives the fol- 
lowing interesting information on the sub- 
ject to the California Fruit Grower: 

“T doubt if over 500 acres are sown to 
flax in California this year. It does bet- 
ter on new land than any other, and thé 
great difficutly in using wheat land is 
that the volunteer wheat is troublesome tw 
separate from the flax. 

Jam not aware of any grower on the 
slope having saved his straw, so cannot 
give full information regarding weight of 
straw and fiber. John E. Ager, in the 
office of the New York Mutual aa In- 
surance Company, corner and Cal- 
ffornia streets, has, I am told, been of- 
fering inducements to growers to save 
their fiber. 

We think good land and favorable con- 
ditions may be depended on to produce 
from 800 to 1000 pounds of seed per acre 
and this season 2c per pound will be an 
outside price. 

The iow price for wheat has induced w- 

eral sowing of flax in Washington and 
Idaho, and iu the great flax re east of 
the Rockies; so that if grcal con- 
ditions are favorable I Wok for the ‘largest 
crop of seed this year ever known, and 
correspondingly low prices for uncon- 
tracted seed. On this slope, one-half of 


which will this season probably favor the 
buyer. Thus far in Calkifornia, the bulk 
of the flax grown has been south of San 
Francisco, principally in San Mateo, Santa 
Barbara and San Luis Obispo counties. 
Solano and Sacramento counties in for- 
mer years produced a little; none lately.“ 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
PACIFIC COAST FISHERIES. Prob- 
ably no important industry of this Coast 
has been more neglected than that of the 
fisheries. It is true that ealmon fishing 
has assumed great importance during the 
past few years. Unfortunately, it is be- 
ing carried on in such a reckless manner 
that unless some steps are taken to pro- 
tect the fish there will be few salmon 

left within comparatively few years. 
Some new and interesting facts in re- 
gard to the fisheries of the Coast are con- 


. Hugh M. 
Smith, who yisited the Pacific Coast last 
year for the purpose of making a study of 
the fisheries of this region. In his gen- 
eral remarks on the Pacific Coast fisher- 
ies, Dr. Smith says: 

“The general commercial fisheries of 
the Pacific States are of more recent ori- 
gin those of any other coast section

the period of thirty years. during which 
it may be gad the fisheries of the west 
coast have existed, the industry has at- 
tained great Importance and now ranks 
next to that of New England and the Middle 
Atlantic States in extent and value. There 
seems no reason to doubt that the buei- 
nese will assume vastly greater propor- 
tions in the near future, although there 
is cause to apprehend a decline in several 
important Dramches, as, for instance, the 
salmon, the whale, the fur Seal and the 
eea-otter fieheries. 

“The various phases of the fishing in- 
dustry of the west coast, including Alaska, 
give employment to about seventeen 
thousand the capita] invested 
amounta to about $8,900,000, and the an- 
nual value to the fishermen of the pro- 
ducta taken e approximately $7,300,000. 

“The e@pecial Gaheries which give this 
region. much Of the prominence it pos- 
een are the @almon, the whale, the 
oyster, the fur Seal, the shrimp, the cod, 
the erab and the herring, in the order 
named. The value of the ealmon fishery 
is about equal to that of all the other 
ficheries combined, while the canning m- 
dustry connected with the fishery has an 
annual output Sut little less in value than 
that of all the fishery products of the 
The Salmon are by far the most 
important fishery products of Alaska, Ore- 
gon and Washington, but in the fieherias 
of California they are surpassed by the 
whales, oysters and shrimps.’ 

One of the most interesting sections of 
the report is that which relates to the 
sardine end amchovy of the Pacific Coast. 
On this sub Dr. Smith eays: 

“The California eardine is very closely 
related to the Sardine of Europe, from 
which it chiefly differs in having no teeth 
and less strongly cerrated scales on the 
belly. The fish is most constant in ap- 
pearance and most abundant in the south- 
ern part of the coast, and it i« doubtful 
if it exists in sufficient numbers to main- 
tain a fieliéry north of San Fran- 
cisco. Even at that place the supply is 
uncertain. While there have been periods 
cf years in which the sardines were found 
in San Framcisco Bay in large quantities 
and for a considerable time in each season, 
for the past five years, they have been 


“The natural —— which the weet 

coast possesses “for the canning of ear- 
dines and eimilar fish are unusua!ly ecod, 
and are superior in some reepects to those 
of the east coast. The dry atmoephere 
and other climatic conditions o: the svuth- 
ern coast of California are verv favorable 
for the preparation of a good grade of 
canned fieh. The culture of the olive sup- 
plies a native oil of superior quality. 
which is essential in the canning of the 
best goods.”’ 
Referring to the short-lived industry of 
sardine canning in San Francisco, he says 
the establishment was in operation from 
June 1889 to August 1893. During the 
years in Which the cannery was run the 
yearly pack was from 5000 to 15,000 cases. 
The fish put up in the factory were 
‘caught in San Francisco bay. In the 
earlier years sardines small enough for 
use in quarter-pound cans were obtained, 
but during the last two years of the can- 
nery’s existente no sardines of size suit- 
able for quarter oils’’ could be obtained. 
This was the chief reason for closing the 
works. 

Writing of the sardine cannery estab- 
lished at San Pedro, Los Angeles county, 
in 1893, which tis now the only one on 
the Pacific Coast, he states that it is 
under the superintendence of an experi- 
enced fish-camner from Maine, and the 
plant is worth about $10,000. The sizes 
and of canned sardines placed on 
the market from this cannery, and the 
wholesale price received, are as follows: 
Quarter oils, 100 cans to a case, $6.50 to 
$8.50 a case, according to the quality of 
the oil; half oils, 50 cans to a case, $5.60 
a case; two-pound oval cans, with mus- 
tard spices and tomato sauce, 32.25 per 
dozen cans. 

Eastern people, when they come to this 
section, frequently inquire in regard to the 
terrapin; a delicate dish that fs a great 
favorite with Eastern gourmets.’ On this 
subject the report contains the following 
information: 

“The dia mond-back terrapin does not ex- 
tet on the west coast. The California ter- 
rapin, the only member of the order which 
has as yet attainet commercial promi- 
nence on the coast, is much inferior to the 
diamond-back in food value. It inhabits 
the rivers and fresh-water ponds west of 
the Sierras, and its range extends from 
Monterey to the Canadian border. 

It prefers warm, sluggish water, and is 
especially abundant in California. It is 
very plentiful in the marshy lands of the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin delta and around 
San Francisco bay. The conditions seem 
excellent for the succezsful introduction of 
the diamond-back terrapin to the west 
coast. The extensive salt marshes around 
San Francisco bay and in other places 
would doubtless supply a‘suitable habitat 
for tthe animal, whose thigh food value 
would in time bring it into active de- 
mand and stimulate cultivation and a 
profitable trade.”’ 

Dr. Smith was surprised at the great 
variety of fish that are found in the 
markets of San Francisco, which he esti- 
matted at over 100 species. He quotes the 
quantity of fresh fish landed and sold in 
San Francisco at from 9,000,000 pounds to 
12,000,000 annually, worth to dealers from 
$600,000 to $800,000. 

There is a gocd opening for enterprise 
and capital in Los Angeles in the fishing 
industry, not only in the preparation and 
shipment of fish in a dried and canned 
state, but also in an extension of the mar- 
ket for fresh fish, which at present is a 
luxury with the people of this section in- 
stead of being a common article of die. 
as it should be. On this subject The 
Times will have more ‘to say in the future.

Flour Trade With Chinn. 


SEATTLE (Wash.,) June 5.—James J. 
Hill, president of the Great Northern, 
while here spent most of his time in con- 
ference with Woo Gen, Seattle manager 
of the house of Wa Chong Company, 
Hongkong, and made searching inquiries 
of Chinese 
toward flour as am article of food. Woo 
Gen ‘was of the opinion that if flour could 
be laid down in China for 62% cents per 
Sack of fifty pounds, it could be sold at a 
profit for 75 cents by dealers and compete 
with rice. He thought that if the great 
masses of China once began to use flour 
they would not go back to rice, and if it 
could be placed withim the reach of the 
laboring claeses a demand would be cre- 
ated so large that all the flour mills on 
the Pacific Coast could not supply one- 
tenth of the calls made on them. Hine 
idea ia to carry flour so as to give it ts 
the Chinese for 1% cents per pound and 
bring return cargoes of rice so as to eup- 
ply the markets here at 1% cents per 
pound. He wants to be assured of a per- 
manent demand before taking up the en- 
terprise, and says that if the Great North- 
ern does put on a line of steamers the, 
will be the t amd best possible to 
be obtained. The question of a terminus 
will be determined by the lowest rate at 
which flour can be placed on ships. Seat- 


tle, he Says, will be the place, provided 


the condition is fulfilled. This is under- 
stood by shippers here as imiicating that 
this place will have the terminus, pro- 
vided the Asiatic line is set up. 


Russian Cattle. 
WASHINGTON, June 5.—Consul-Generc! 


‘Karel at St. Petersburg has sent to the 


State Department a report upon the 
efforts Russia is now making to overcome 
the obstacles which interfere with the 
export of her cattle and meats to different 
European markets. At present no Rus- 
lan cattle are exported to Austria, Eu- 
gland, France or Germany, exports of such 
cattle being confined t Turkey, Italy, 
Greece and the Island of Malta. Russian 
meats are allowed in Germany, but the 
quarantine rules, it is contended, are 
being abused to its exclusion. England 
admits Russian meat, but complains of 
the quality. Lately it has been found 
very suitable for beef tea and a demand 
has been created, it being used almost 
exclusively for that purpose. The largest 
consumer of imported meats is England, 
that country using 1,440,980,000 to 1,661,- 
152,000 pounds annually. Ruesia exported

Oriental Competition. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 5.—Charies E. 
Pearce, a jute and cotton manwfacturer of 
St. Louis, who has just returned from a 
‘business tour through the Orient, is of 
the opinion that Japan will soon become 
anv important factor in the manufacturing 
industries of the world. He says that the 
reports of the United States consuls show 
that the competition which the United 
States has to fear is not that of Europe, 
but that of East India and Japan. He 
visited Japan to investigate the advisabil- 
ity of removing the works of his com- 
pany to the Orient, and upon his return 
addressed the Chamber of Commerce of 
this city on the result of his investigation.

EUROPEAN CAPITAL. One of the most 
encouraging signs of the money market 
just now is the fact that Buropean inv ostors 
are again beginning to take large quan- 
tities of American securities. The New 
Yérk Journal of Commerce recently esti- 
mated that about $66,000,000 of securities 
including $32,000,000 bonds had been sent 
from the United States to Europe during 
two months. Advices from London are to 
the effect that there is a tendency there 
to divert a portion of the golden tide that 
has been flowing to South Africa to the 
United States. At the same time large 
blocks of government bonds have been 
sold through bankers to foreign investing 
syndicates. In the course of a recent re- 
port Bradstręet's says: 

“One issue of $8,500,000 4 per cent. mort- 
gage bonds of the Manhattan Elevated 
Railway Company, about which a public 
announcement has been made, have been 
sold at London through Messrs. J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., and the came house is also cred- 
ited with the placing in the same market 
of a block of $3,500,000 4 per cent. deben- 
tures of the New York Central Railroad, 
recently listed on the Stock Exchange. The 

mhattan bonds, it should be observed, 
are for the purpose of retiring the 4 per 
cent. bonds of the New York Elevated 
Railroad, which mature at the end of the 
present year. It is known informally that 
a large amount of Southern railway securi- 
ties, both stocks and bonds, have recently 
been sold in London, while somethiag like 
a million of Chesapeake and Ohio bonds, 
part of the holdings of a capitalist formerly 
interested in the road, have also found a 
purchaser there. Another significant in- 
cident made public by dispatches from Lon- 
don is that the whole of the issue of 
$3,250,000 New York 3 per cent. bonds pur- 
chased some time ago by Messrs. Belmont, 
have also passed into Britich hands.“ 


This improved demand for American se- 


curities in Europe cannot fail to have a 
stimulating effect on the American money 
market, and it will tend to Increase con- 
fidence by decreasing the drain of gold 
that has been going on from this country 
to Europe. 

Here in Southern California the revival 
of interest in American securities and in- 
vestments hae already deen noticed. 
There have been several inquiries lately 
for good openings in this section on the 
part of British capital, in spite of the un- 
favorable legislation which was passed in 
Sacramento at the last session. The prob- 
ability is that unless something unforeseen 
should occur there will be quite a consider- 
able amount of British capital brought to 
Southern California during the coming 
year. As The Times has previously re- 
marked, we can use all such capital that 
we can obtain for the purpose of sub-divid- 
ing our big ranches, developing water for 
irrigation, dnd developing our mining re- 
sources, which are just beginning to come 
to the front. 

Whatever may be thought about the de- 
sirability or otherwise of foreign immigra- 
tion, it is a very narrow and peculiar geenti- 
ment which would keep out foreign capital 
from a new and comparatively undeveloped 
section. 


COMMERCIAL. 

THE FRUIT MARKET. The varigated 
colors of deciduous fruits are gradually 
supplanting the motony of the orange on 
the fruit stands of the city. Cherries, ap- 
ricots, currants, loquats, strawberries and 
goosberries are now to be had, although 
at prices which place them beyond the 
reach of general consumption, except for 
persons who are “well fixed.” A few 
peaches have come in but they are more 
of a curiosity than anything else. The 
currants are from the North, most of them 
coming from San Jose. Perhaps before 
long it will be found that currants will 
grow in some sections of Southern Cali- 
fornia as well as cherries, regarding which 
there was also an idea prevalent for a 
long time that they could mot be raised 
an this section. 

A new variety of strawberry which is 
raised by a grower at Carpinteria in 
Santa Barbara county is on the market 
again this season and easily brings 15 
cents a box, while ordinary strawberries 
are difficult to sell at 10 cents. The 
Santa Barbara berry is a remarkably at- 
tractive ome in appearance, of dark red 
color and absolutely clean, each berry 
looking fit to be a model for a painter. 
It is time that some of the growers in 
other sections, such as Azusa and Gar- 
dena, should try and introduce some im- 
proved varieties, as with the large increase 
in berry production it is getting to be a 
case of the survival of the fittest, as in

FLAX CULTURE. Since the price 
wheat bas been so unprofitably low farm- 
ers in various parts of the country have 
been dirécting much attention to the sub- 
ject of substituting other crops for wheat, 
whfch seem to offer more profit in their 
cultivation... Among crops that have been 
planted to a considerable extent is place 
of wheat during the past season is flax. 
There seems to be no reason why more 
attention should not be paki to this crop 
in California. J. Palache gives the fol- 
lowing interesting Information on the sub- 
ject to the California Fruit Grower: 

“T doubt if over 500 acres are sown to 
flax in California this year. It does bet- 
ter on new land than any other, and the 
great difficutly in using wheat land is 
that the volunteer wheat is troublesome ce 
separate from the flax. 

“I am not aware of any grower on the 
slope having saved his straw, so cannot 
give full information regarding weight of 
straw and fiber. John E. Ager, in the 
office of the New York Mutual Life In- 
surance Company, corner Sansome and Cal- 
ffornia streets, has, I am told, been of- 
fering inducements to growers to save 
their fiber. 

We think good land and favorable con- 
ditions may be ed on to produce 
from 800 to 1000 pounds of seed per acre, 
and this season 2c per pound will be an 
outside price.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
PACIFIC COAST FISHERIES. Prob- 
ably no important industry of this Coast 
has been more neglected than that of the 
fisheries. It is true that salmon fishing 
has assumed great importance during the 
past few years. Unfortunately, it is be- 
ing carried on in such a reckless manner 
that unlees some steps are taken to pro- 
tect the fish there will be few salmon 

left within comparatively few years, 
new and interesting facts in re- 
gard to the fisheries of the Coast are con- 
tained im a report made to the United 
States Fish Commiesion by Dr. Hugh M. 
Smith, who yisited the Pacific Coast last 
year for the purpose of making a study of 
the fisheries of thie region. In his gen- 
eral remarks on the Pacific Coast fisher- 

les, Dr. Smith eays: 

“The general commercial! fisheries of 
the Pacific States are of more recent ori- 
than those of any other coast section

other region. Nevertheless, in 
the 22 of thirty years, during which 
it may be gad the fisheries of the west 
coast have existed, the industry has at- 
tained great tmportance and now ranks 
next to that of New England and the Middle 
Atlantic States im extent and value. There 
eevmsa no reason to doubt that the busei- 
ness will assume vastly greater propor- 
tions in the dear future, although there 
is cause to apprehend a decline in several 
important Dranches, as, for instance, the 
Salmon, the whale, the fur seal and the 
eea-otter fisheries. 

“The various phases of the fishing in- 
dustry of the west coast, including Alaska, 
about seventeen 
capita] invested 
amounta to about $8,900,000, and the an- 
nual value to the fishermen of the pro- 
ducts taken a approximately $7,300,000. 

“The @pecial Gaheries which give this 
region much Of the prominence it pos- 
Gees are the lmon, the whale, the 
oyster, the fur Seal, the shrimp. the cod, 
the crab and the herring, in the order 
named. The value of the ealmon fishery 
is about equal to that of all the other 
ficheries combined, while the canning m- 
dustry connected with the fishery has an 
annual output Sut little less in value than 
that of all the fishery products of the 
Coast. The Salmon are by far the most 
important fishery products of Alaska, Ore- 
gon and Washington, but in the fieherias 
of California they are surpaesed by the 
whales, oysters and shrimps.” 

One of the most interesting sections of 
the report i that which relates to the 
sardine and amchovy of the Pacific Coast. 
On this eubject Dr. Smith says 

“The California eardine is very closely 
related to the Sardine of Europe, from 
which it ehiefly differs in having no teeth 
and less y eerrated ecales on the 
belly. The ah ia most constant in ap- 
pearance and most abundant in the south- 
ern part of the coast, and it is doubtful 
if it exists in sufficient numbers to main- 
tain a fieliery north of San Fran- 
cleco. Even at that place the supply is 
uncertain. While there have been periods 
of years in which the sardines were found 
in San Framcisco Bay in large quantitiss 
and for a considerable time in each season, 
for the -past five years, they have been

The dry atmoephere 
and other climatic conditions of the south- 
ern coast of California are verv favorable 
for the preparation of a good grade of 
canned fish. The culture of the olive sup- 
plies a mative oil of superior quality. 
which is essential in the canning of the 


best goods.”’ 

Referring to the short-lived industry of 
sardine canning in San Francisco, he says 
the establishment was in operation from 
June 1889 to August 1893. During the 
years in Which the cannery was run the 
yearly pack was from 5000 to 15,000 cases. 
The fish put up in the factory were 
caught in San bay. In the 
earlier years sardines small enough for 
use in quarter-pound cans were obtained, 
but during the ast two years of the can- 
nery’s existence no sardines of size suit- 
able for quarter oils’’ could be obtained. 
This wes the chief reason for closing the 
works. 

Writing of the sardine cannery estab- 
lished at San Pedro, Los Angeles county, 
in 1893, which is now the only one on 
‘tthe Pacific Coast, be states that it is 
under the superintendence of an experi- 
enced fish-camner from Maine, and the 
plant is worth about $10,000. The sizes 
and grades of canned sardines placed on 
the market from this cannery, and the 
wholesale price received, are as follows: 
Quarter oils, 100 cans to a case, $6.50 to 
$8.50 a case, according to the quality of 
the oil; half oils, 50 cans to a case, $5.60 
a case; ‘bwo-pound oval cans, with mus- } 
tard spices and tomato sauce, $2.25 per 
dozen cans. 

Eastern people, when they come to this 
section, frequently inquire in regard to the 
terrapin; a delicate dish that fs a great 
favorite with Eastern gourmets.’ On this 
subject the report contains the following 
information: 

“The diamond-back terrapin does not ex- 
tet on the west coast. The California ter- 
rapin, the only member of the order which 
has as yet attained commercial promi- 
hence on the coast, is much inferior to the 
diamond-back in food value. It inhabits 
the rivers and fresh-water ponds west of 
the Sierra's, and its range extends from 
Monterey to the Canadian border. 

It prefers warm, sluggish water, and is 
especially abundant in California. It is 
very plentiful in the marghy lands of the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin delta and around 
San Francisco bay. The conditions seem 
excellent for the succezsful — of of 
the diamond-back terrapin to the west 
coast. The extensive salt marshes around 
San Francisco bay and in other . places 
would doubtless supply a'suitable habitat 
for the animal, whose high food value 
would in time bring it into active de- 
mand and stimulate cultivation and a 
profitable trade.“ 

Dr. Smith was . at the great 
variety of fish that are found in the 
markets of San Francisco, which he esti- 
mated at over 100 species. He quotes the 
quantity of fresh fish landed and sold in 
San Francisco at from 9,000,000 pounds to 
12,000,000 annually, worth to dealers from 
$600,000 to $800,000 

There is a gocd opening for enterprise 
and capital in Los Angeles in the fishing 
industry, not only in the preparation and 
shipment of fish in a dried and canned

MR. SMITH IN DISGRACE. 


If there is one thing that the world re- 
spects more than another it is fidelity to 
a pledge. A man’s word of honor, once 
given, is expected to be faithfully ‘kept, 
if the person giving the pledge is an hon- 
orable man. ‘In fact, there have been some 
very bad men who were not bad enough 
to break their word. 

These remarks are submitted as apro- 
pos of the case of Mr. Frank Smith of Jer- 
sey City. Mr. Smith’s position is a pe- 
culiar, not to say a rather embarrassing 
one, for himeelf. It appears from the 
dispatches that Mr. Frank Smith was a 
member in good standing of the Suicide 
Club of Jersey City. In fact, he was not 
only a member in good standing, but he 
was an officer of the club, and must have 
been one of its charter members since he 
had held the high position of treasurer 
since the organization of the club, until 
a few days ago. . 

Now all is changed. Mr.. Smith, we are 
grieved to say, is in deep dſsgrace. He no 
longer wears the gaudy insignia of treas- 
urer. Instead, he has been shorn of his 
honors, and he has been incomtinently ex- 
belled from the 1.0.8.A. Those with whom 
he has heretofore been associated in the 
mystic bonds of suicidal fraternity and 
love now pass him by with a haughty . 
stare and an arch of the eyebrows, which 
say to Mr. Smith as plainly as words, 
“What right have you to be on the earth?“ 

The sting of this interrogatory is height- 
ened by the knowledge that he really has 
no Tight to be alive and above ground. He 
mould be dead and buried. To be alive 
at this time is really dishomorable. It 
means a broken vow. Having this knowl- 
edge, it is Httle wonder that Mr. Smith 
sneaks along through back alleys on his 
way to and from his home—the home that 
he really has no right to any more than 
has a three-thousand-year-old mummy from 
the land of the Nile. 

It was in this wey that the distressing 
predicament of Mr. Smith came about. Mr. 
Smith, up to Memorial day, was a very 
enthusiastic member of the club. He took 
care of the cash, and presumably was pres- 
ent at many meetings when drawings were 
held, as was the cheerful custom, to deter- 
mine by lot ;which member of the club 
should step down (or perhaps up) and out. 
The method of departure was kindly left 
to the departing one. On Memorial day 


the club held a meeting, and the usual 


drawing was had. Mr. Smith drew a 
prize—or, rather, he didn’t draw a blank. 
The ticket which he drew commanded him 
to commit suicide within twenty-four 
hours. 

Here was a contingency upon which Mr. 
Smith had mot calculated. True, he had 
seen others draw rimilar tickets, and had 
admired the fidelity with which they had 
kept their vows. But somehow the case 
seemed different when he drew the cheer- 
ful ticket of death. Smith hastily left 
his jolly comrades to finish as they saw 
fit the festivities of the meeting. He left 
them, presumably, to carry out the terms 
of his Yow, but really to reflect upon the 
situation. He soon arrived at the conclu- 
sion that if he was to commit suicide he 
must take something to brace his nerves 
for the shock. Therefore, as is supposed 
(for he has not yet seen fit to reveal all 
the facts of the case,) Mr. Smith repaired 
to some drinking emporium commensu- 
rate with his official dignity, and partook 
of the cup that cheers and inebriates. As 
he drank he wag surprised to observe how 
much more enticing life appeared to him 
than it did before. Somehow the idea of 
suicide grew dimmer and dimmer in his 
mind’s eye. He did not return to his home 
that night, and his genial.companions of 
the club assumed as a matter of course that 
he had kept his pledge.

STATE PRIDE. 


Men and women, unless largely cos- 
mopolitan by habit and experience, are in- 
clined’ to localize their ideas and to give 
their supremest pride and interest to that 
which is immediately about them. Our 
neighborhood, our city, our county, all of 
these are apt to hold more of our thoughts 
than does the State at large, or the coun- 
try as a whole. | 

But this is natural enough; it is human 
nature to feel most interest in that which 
more immediately concerns us, and with 
which we are brought, into the most in- 
timate relation. Concentrated effort is 
essential to progress, and no citizen of 
Los Angeles would feel that he had failed 
in his duty to the public because he had 
contributed nothing toward the upbuilding 
of San Francisco or the other towns of 
the State, while his home and his inter- 
ests were here. Indirectly, however, he 
is working for the good of the whole 
State when he is doing all in his power 
for the upbuilding of the city of his 
home, for no one place can be growing 
and prosperous without all other sections 
feeling somewhat the thrill of its growth 
and gathering strength from its advance- 
ment. 

But State pride is an element which 
must enter into the life of all its citizens 
if State progress is to be fully. achieved. 
Perhaps that truth was never more forc- 
ibly illustrated than during our late Mid- 
winter Fair. When that great undertak- 
ing was first conceived it was a dark 
time, financially, throughout the country. 
The great World’s Exposition—the marvel 
of the nineteenth century—had just closed 
like a dream of enchantment, complete 
in its success.

Sources of the State as nothing else 
could have done. It proclaimed here a 
vast empire of territory yet far from 
fully populated, but rich in enterprise, 
in courage, in united purpose—in all that 
tends to progress and successful achieve- 
ment. And it did more than this. It

The Conflict of the Flags. 


LOS ANGELES, June 5, 1895.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) I have read with 
interest in this morning's Issue of The 
Times the letter of “One Who Wore the 
Blue” as embodying the norrow-minded 
views of a class of men, fortunately very 
small, who would glorify into patriotism 
and love of country the rankest ignorance 
and fanaticism. A 

The right which American citizens of 
foreign birth or descent have to display 
the flags of the country of their birth or 
origin, together with the flag of their 
adopted country, and which “One Who 
Wore the Blue is apparently unable to 
perceive, is that which is given by the 
fact that he who in his new associations 
and in his love for the country of his 
adoption, the country where, perhaps, his 
children were born, would forget or de- 
spise the land where his fathers sleep 
would commit a crime against nature and 
would not be worthy of the name of a 
man. And thousands upon thousands of 
citizens, of foreign birth, who have worn 
the blue and the gray, according to the 
region where their lot had been cast, have 
shown that the memory of the old did not 
obliterate in their bosom the love of the 
new. Does “One Who Wore the Blue“ 
think that, because a man takes to him- 
self a woman as his wife he should for 
that reason forsake and hold in contempt 
the mother who has nursed him? 

In the particular case under discussion, 
that of the misguided individual who pre- 
sumed to tear down an Italian flag, it 
may safely be held that he who committed 
the outrage is entirely ignorant of what 
principles may or may not be represented 
by that emblem, and that “One Who Wore 
the Blue,“ to say the least, does not stop 
to think what those principles may be. 
That flag reminds us natives of the land 
of arts and letters, and shoyld and indeed 
does remind the world at large, of long 
and fierce battles fought right against 
wrong and might in the defense of free- 
dom against foreign oppression; of the suf- 
ferings of those heroes, our fathers and 
brothers, in their struggle for independ- 
ence and liberty from a foreign yoke, the 
very principles which the American flag 
typifies; it stands for light and progress. 
Where is then the fancied insult to the 
Starry Flag if the tricolor of Italy, that 
glorious emblem of the nation who has 
twice civilized the world, and which One 
Who Wore the Blue” impertinently calls 
a foreign rag, is carried side by side with 
it by American citizens who, though lov- 
ing none the less their adopted country, 
are still proud of their lineage and of the 
country of their birth? In what is the 
displaying of an Italian flag in a festival 
given by Italo-American citizens antagon- 
istic or irreverent to the American flag 
or to the United States qt America? Why 
would it imply disrespect or hatred of 
American institutions? 

It was a very poor and lame ex¢use to 
claim that the Italian flag was elevated 
above the American. If such was the 
case, which I doubt very much, it was 
of course purely an accident, as any one 
possessing a grain of common sense would 
have understood. In all Italian-Ameri- 
can festivals or parades which I have seen 
in nearly twenty years’ residence in this 
country the right has, as a matter ot 
courtesy, been given to the American flag. 
It may be added that in European coun- 
tries the flag of a friendly nation is not 
unusually displayed on special occasions, , 
as for instance in London where on the 
14th of July, the French national holiday, 
the French flag floats from hundreds of 
windows. 

In conclusion, it would seem that of all 
foreign flags that which represents Italy 
should be welcomed and respected in the 
United States, rot only because of the 


Sympathy which must exist between the 


two countries on account of many points 
of resemblance in their struggle for ex- 
istence as a nation, but also because it 
is due to the genius of a son of Italy 
if in this nineteenth century some peo ie 
are enabled to plant their fest on th s 
land of the setting sun and to blovlate“ 
cheerfully and ‘“‘erratically” about patriot...

tors is marked, The latter are neatly 
dressed, bright, active and of ‘steady 
habits, and their general appearance 
would suggest a large class of students 
rather than newspaper compositors. 
The typesetting machine has proved 
itself a strong temperance advocate, 
and, though the printer first laughed 
at it, and afterward opposed it bit- 
terly, declaring forcibly that its failure 
was inevitable, yet, aside from those 
who lost their situations through its 
introduction, there is not a man em- 
ployed in a newspaper composing-room 
who will not be benefited -ultimately, 
for the nature of the new work de- 
mands a clear head and attention to 
the laws of health, which must cer- 
tainly elevate the printers as a body to 
that position in social life to which their 
intelligence entitles them and their 
spendthrift habits so long prevented 
their attaining. 

As for the newspaper proprietor, the 
benefits he derives are manifold. The 

per is handled with greater ease; it 
is impossible to “pi” or break up the 
type late at night through haste or 
carelessness; cutting small “takes” is 
no longer necessary late at night, and 
the appearance of the paper is im- 
proved because “plugging,” or wide 
spacing, is not permitted; the type 
always appears new.

PROF. SEARCH’S PLANS. 


“To the Building Committee of the Board 

of Education: I beg to suggest that you 
incorporate the following specifications 
into your general directions to architects 
expecting to submit plans for school build- 
ings: 
“The lighting of the rooms is to be 
unilateral, by almost solid light coming 
from the left side. The window epace 
must equal at least one-fourth of the fioor 
space. The windows should run high, to 
bring the light as much as possible from 
higher level. The transom and upper half 
of the windows is to be carefully frosted 
so as to diffuse and distribute light. 

“The color of walls and ceilings should 
be pinkish yellow or some other neutral 
tint, and never white. 

“The rooms are to be placed with the 
long left side to the light. The center 
hall is to be octagon, and all the rooms 
of a given floor, together with the stairs. 
entrances, cloakroooms, etc., so placed 
‘that one teacher in the center of the hall 
can command a perfect view of the en- 
tire floor. The balls should have deaden- 
ing with a large well in the center of the 
upper hall. Provision should also be made 
for piano for hall marching. 

“Each room of ordinary size is to have

THE CHINESE MURDER CASE IS BE- 
COMING INTERESTING. 

Wong Chuey is still the center of at- 

traction at the Courthouse, and the ercwd 


growers larger and more attentive as the 
trial progresses. 

Yesterday the interest was so great tha: 
the same people remained all day, listen- 
ing to the evidence with unabated eager- 
ness, and the crowd of anxious Celestiale 
filled in all the chinks in the courtroom 
= blocked up the halls and stairways out- 
side. 

A diversion was created at one time by 
the sudden illness of T. W. Mitcheil, one 
‘of the jurymen. It was thought for a few 
minutes that the court must be adjourned, 
but Judge Smith ordered the courtroom to 
be cleared and the disabled juryman led 
to an open window, where he soon recov- 
ered from the attack of too much China- 
man. 

The first witness to be exam!ned yester- 
day was Police Officer J. W. Blackburn, 
who testified to having been an eye-witness 
of the murder. He was standing at the 
corner of Alameda street and Ferguson al- 
ley, talking with G. H. Koch, when he 
heard a shot, and, turning, saw Lue Suey 
fall and a small Chinaman start to run. 
Officer Blackburn gave chase and saw the 
Chinaman make a motion as if to throw 
something upon a bank near by. The of- 
ficer kept on and soon overhauled and cap- 
tured the defendant, turning him over im- 
mediately to other afficers. Mr. Rlackburn 
then returned to the spot where he saw 
Wong Chuey make the motion of throwing 
something away, and. after a short search, 
found a large Colt’s revolver, «till warm. 
and with one cartridge discharged, the 
revolver being otherwise fully loaded. 

The witness was severely cross-examined 
by the counsel for the defense, but his 
testimony remained unshaken. 

G. H. Koch was then called to the stand, 
and positively identified Wong Chuey as 
the man who killed Lue ener. 

Mr. Koch testified to having seen the 
Shot fired, and Lue Suey. fall forward 
upon his face. The witn stood still for 
a minute or two, and saw Officer Black- 
burn give chase to the murderer. He also 
saw three or four other Chinamen run- 
ning away from the scene of the killing. 

C. N. Whaling, a special officer in charge 
of the Chinese Theater, was then called, 
and testified to having heard the shot and 
run down immediately to the eplaee of 
shooting, which was only e few feet dis- 
tant. He got there aiffter the shot Was 
fired, and found Lue Suey lying as de- 
scribed by the other witmesses. The wit- 
ness also corroborated in every particular 
of Officer Blackburn amd of Mr.

Speaking of exploits of the Buffalo Bill“ 
order, as I have already hinted, Hance is 
something of a wild rider himself, as well 
as a narrator of his own exploits of no 
mean order. With grave countenance and 
the positive manner which is habitual with 
him, he told us of an exciting hunting ex- 
perience which he once bad. He was in 
pursuit of that rare and wary game, the 
big-lrorned mountain sheep, which chooses 
its home and haunts only in the remotest 
fastnesses of the high elerras, or among 
imaccessible cliffs like these. The hunter 
was mounted on his trusty bronco; the reins 
were loose; the rider leaned forward, a 
revolver in each hand, in hot pursuit of a 
large band of big horns’’ which fled be- 


not yet extinct (except in the vicinity 
Red Lake, the headquarters of Gra 
Sachem Bass, Chief of the Supis,) and 
some wild pigeons were seen. Jack- 
rabbits abound and a few antelope still 
remain. The lynx, the wildcat and the 
coyote represent the carnivorous animals. 
Hance was once in the employ of Maj. 
J. W. Powell, the intrepid explorer, 
who became famous a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago for his descent of the Grand 
Canyon. The guide was not, however, 
a member of Powell’s party during che 
entire expedition through the great 
. gorge. Powell made his descent in 1869, 
traversing the river for a distance of more 
than one thousnad miles in all. The can- 
yon proper is in the neighborhood of 
three hundred miles long, and lies wholly 
within the confines of Northern Arizona. 
At the time when Powell’s daring ex- 
pedition was undertuken, the canyun was 
believed by the Indians themselves, as 
well as by the few white men who knew 
os itg character and location  chicfy 
through tradition, to be inaccessibie by 
boats, and the explorer was warned by 
the natives, before he had set out upen 
his journey, that mo boat could live in 
the furious torremt of the unkrown 
stream, broken as it was by terribic rap- 
ids, filled with dangerous sunken rocks, 
and encompassed by  beetling cliffs,

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DEBRIS BEING CLEARED AWAY 
FROM THE RAYMOND. 


Runaway Accident—The Victim of 
the Cutting Affair—Wedding 
Bells—Juvenile Offend- 
ers—Euchre Party. 


PASADENA, June 5.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Mr. Raymond is making good 
progress in the clearing away of the. debris 
of the burned hotel, and before he returns 
to Boston will probably have the grounds 
on Raymond Hill in good shape, and they 
will be open to visitors, as they have al- 
ways been. There is nothing new in re- 
gard to the hotel, except that Mr. Raymond 
emphatically denies that the grounds will 
be used for a resort, in the ordinary ac- 
ceptation of the term, though, of course, 
they will probably be the resort of a great 
many beauty-loving people in Pasadena, 
who will drive to the top of the hill, as in 
years past, to gain the grand view of the 
valley from that point. The idea that a 
resort was to be established arose from the 
jact that the brick building which stands 
at the foot of the hill, and which in the 
daye of the hotel was used for the hous- 
ing of the help, has been converted into a 
lodging-house for the convenience of men 
employed upon the electric road, and there 
is to be a cafe in connection with it. Mr. 
Raymond talks of dividing the grounds 
into residence lots, at some time in the 
future, and of disposing of the hill in that 
way. Pasadena people have not yet de- 
spaired of a hotel upon the hill, and it is 
to be hoped that they are not mistaken. 
Mr. Raymond has accepted $170,000, as rec- 
ommended by the board of arbitrators on 
the maitar of the insurance of the hotel 
ahd its contents. This is $30,500 below the 
amount of the face of the policies. 


A RUNAWAY ACCIDENT. 


A harrowing incident occurred about 6 
o’clock.this evening, which came near be- 
ing a dreadful casualty. O. J. Reel, who 
lives on Walnut street, at the head of Hud- 
son, was returning home at the hour named, 
having his four children in the spring 
wagon with him.

H. W. Hall, the victim of the cutting 
affair, reported in The Times this morn- 
fing, is resting easily today, although he 
was-delirious at times during the night. 
and suffered much pain. It is not likely 
that the result will prove fatal, though 
Hall will be disfigured for life. He would 
have bled to death in another hour, and 
the cold-blooded cruelty of the deed is 
the more marked because it has been 
learned that he was not the aggressor. 
It seems that Mr. Hall bears an excellent 
character, and was never intoxicated in 
his life, according to his own statement. 
The. cumulative effect of the medicine 
taken through two days and a half, had 
rendered him flighty, and to this alone 
his misfortune is due. The old man who 
slashed his face is named James Mc- 
Guire, and has served time in the Mis- 
souri State penitenitary for murder. He 
Stated to Constable Slater shortly after 
Hall was taken to the hospital that “the 
fellow wanted a scrap, and I ve him 
one,“ but today told a story t made 
Hall the aggressor. It is needless to say 
that it is not credited. Dr. Prittie re- 
turned this afternoon from Catalina, 
and visited Mr. Hall at the hospital. Mrs. 
Hall, who was expected today, sent a 
telegram to her husband saying that she 
was unable to travel.

SANTA MONICA, June 5.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) The Spiritualists of Santa 
Monica, who have had a vigorous organi- 
zation for some time past, have now com- 
pleted arrangements for incorporating as 
a body. The requisite legal steps will be 
taken at once. At the Trustee meeting 
Monday evening permission was granted 
by the board for the use of Séeventh- 
etreet Park for the annual camp-meeting 
of the State organization,, which will 
occur in July. The effect of the meeting 
will doubtless be to etimulate the move- 
ment here for a strong local organization. 

The Odd Fellows of the local lodge have 
chosen the following new officers: i.

G.; Jesse Yoakum, Secretary; C. D. Mid- 
diekauff, treasurer, and George D. Pen- 


Caldwell was the first to address the méet- 
ing. He thought the improvement of the 
streets was very much needed, and cer- 
tainly those streets should be better 
lighted. He had canvassed the precinct 
pretty well and was satisfied the voters 
understood the proposition and were gen- 
erally in favor of the improvements, and in 
the manner proposed. He was willing to 
pay the little increase of taxes on his home 
for the benefit of the city as a whole, and 
he did not expect to be benefited a penny 
directly. The Trustees had pledged them- 
selves to manage the proposed work on 
the strects in such a manner as to give em- 
ployment to home people and prevent the 
shipping-in of outside help. He was gat- 
isfied that the membere were all honor- 
able men, and had the interests of the city 
and its people at heart, and he was willimg 
to take them at their word. He was hearit- 
fly in favor of bonds. : 

Mr. Bordwell, City Trustee from that 
precinct, was called on. He stated that 
he would answer any questions relative to 
the matter that he could. He said tt 
was the intention of the Trustees to do 
as Mr. Caldwell had stated, so far as was 
m their power. They did not handle a 
dollar of the $90,000 to be placed to the 
improvement of the etreets, but they had 
the letting of the contracts for the work. 
In the first place the Trustees expected to 
purchase their own rock-crusher, roller 
and engine, so that they would not be at 
the mercy of outside bidders, who were 
supplied with such things. They would 
let the work in sections as to excavation 
and macadamizing, would let the quarrying 
of the rock separately and the hauling 
of the same in like manner, thus giving all 
men an opportunity. The city could not do 
this work by days’ works, as suggested, as 
the law prohibited the Trustees from de- 
ing this, and provides that it must be let 
out at contract. Several gentlemen were 
then called upon and responded, favoring 
the bonds and making some good points 
why they should be voted, such as it would 
put in circulation $90,000 in the city among 
just the class of men most needing money. 
It would come at just the time of year 
when there was little employment, be- 
tween the end of the orange picking and 
packing and the beginning of that work 
again in the fall or winter. Men who 
otherwise would be com to leave 
the city for work during these several 
months wou:d be furnished employment. 
The labor would be furntehed, and the 
money kept mn Riverside, and we would 
have the improvements, also. Among 
those who spoke were J. F. Tibbet, L. W.

He said that when the 
abutting property-owners on the streets to 
be macadamized. widened their sidewalks 
and put in the gutters in the main portion 
of the city, they would have paid half 
the expense of the work, and then would 
pay their proportion of the tax.

what should be done. It mattered not 
what arguments were used by Mesers.

Some of them are pulled from their 
dancing horses by the Crotoniate footmen— 
others slip to the ground and run as fast es 
their nerveless legs will carry them back to 
the shelter of the city walls. The shepherds 
retreat slowly toward Crotona, still pips 
merrily, and the sprightly horses follow 
them keeping step with the music. 

The dancing horses cross the boundary line 
betw the two countries they waltz across 
the rotomiate fields. they caracole gayly 
through the Crotoniate gates. and, when the 
fifers cease their playing, the streets of Cro- 
tonla are full of fine war-horses'

The 
complete overthrow of their power and the 
conquest of their city by the Crotontates fol- 
lowed soon afterward—for how, between 80 
idle and so industrious a community, could i 
have been otherwise?

HIS BUSY DAY.

CORONER CAMPBELL KEPT ON 
THE KEEN JUMP. 


Five Victims Require Official Inves- 
tigation in One Day—Several 
Sudden and Acci- 
dental Deaths. 


— 


Coroner Campbell had more cases on 
hand yesterday than he could attend to. 
In the morning he went to Redondo to 


| hold an inquest over the remains of Wil- 
At 9 a. m., 10 a.m., 14 am 0. Brown, a brakeman on the Re 


dondo railway, bse head was crushed be- 
tween the tender of a locomotive and 
lumber projecting over the end of à car, 
while making a coupling. The coroner's 
jury found a verdict of accidental death, 
due to unusual and hazardous circum- 
stances under which the deceased was 
working, thus holding the railway company 
in a degree responsible. Brown was a 
young man, unmarried, but he has rela- 
tives who will probably sue the company 
for damages. 

The Coroher had scarcely returned to the 
city before he was called upon to take 
charge of the body of another William 
Brown, aged about 60 years, who dropped 
dead yesterday afternoon in a little gro- 
cery store at the corner of Alameda and 
Jackson streets. Mr. Brown was a highly- 
respected old man who lived on Jackson 
street near Alameda. He came into the 
corner grocery yesterday looking faints 
sat down on a barrel and immediately 
fell over and expired. He was never 
known to be fll before. Death is supposed 
to have been due to apoplexy. The Cor- 
oner will hold an inquest at Garrett's un- 
dertaking rooms this morning. Brown's 
wife and four sons were greatly shocked 
when they learned of his sudden death. 

While the Coroner was yet busy looking 
after the remains of William W. Brown, 
word came from Burbank that John Maga, 
an Italian farm hand, fell off a load of hay 
and broke bis neck. The mules attached 
to the hay wagon ran away, which was the 
cause of Maga's fall. Death was instan- 


taneous. The Coroner will hold an in- 
quest today. 
At 


8 o clock yesterday evening the 
Coroner held an inquest over the body of 
Miho Banovich, the Austrian laborer who 
was buried alive in a sewer trench on 
Third street Tuesday afternoon. Sewer 
Inspector Bryant, Frick Bros., the con- 


tractors, and a number of their work- 


men testified that all reasonable precau- 
tions had been taken to prevent a eave- 
in. and that the accident was unexpiain- 
able. The jury therefore rendered a ver- 
dict of accidental death, exonerating the 
contractors from all blame in the mat- 
ter. Some of Banovich'’s acquiantances 
say he had two brothers who met. death 
in a similar manner in the old country, 
a wall of rock having caved in on them. 
Miho narrowly escaped death at the same 
time, only to come to America to de bur- 
ied ‘alive in a sewer. 

Before the Coroner had completed his 
inquest over the body of poor Banovich, 
another victim awaited him at the City 
Receiving Hospital. A few minutes be- 
fore 9 o'clock a telephone message came 
to the police station that a man nad 
fallen in a fit in front of the Reception 
saloon on Spring street,. near ‘Temple. 
The patrol wagon was dispatched to the 
scene, where the man was lying on the 
sidewalk with a group of curious people 
around him. When the wagon arrived, 
he was lifted up and placed into it, but he 
was then already dead. No one knew the 
victim, and the cause of his death has 
not yet been ascertained. Nothing was 
found upon his body by which to identify 
him. A knife and a few silver dollars 
were all be had in his pockets. He was a 
man apparently about 40 years old well 
dressed and of healthy and intelligent 
appearance. He was about 5 feet 714 
inches tall; had fair complexion and 
brown beard; wore a black ‘rock coat, 
light trousers, inen shirt and collar. 
light necktie new black felt hat and 
new shoes. The little finger of the rieh: 
hand is cut off at the second joint. His 
hands look like those of a shoemaker. 
tailor or dyer. The body was sent to 
Kregelo & Bresee's, where an inquest 
will be held today.
